Chicago, 
Nov. 
12.—Corners 
In 
grains and foodstuffs on tho board of 
trade of Chicago will soon be things 
of the past. 
The board of directors of the boa”d 
of trade has officially declared against 
future corners in the wheat pit, the 
oats pit and the corn pit. 
It has gone 
on record against the big dealers in 
foodstuffs who run corners in grain. 
and who, with everything In their own 
hands, run prices up to the highest 
notch with great profit to them selves 
and very often with ruin for the other 
party to the trade. 
The board of directors has unani­ 
mously voted In favor of a change in 
the rules of the board of trade which 
will m ake corners and m anipulations 
of the m arket an impossibility. 
It lr. 
now up to the mem bership of the 
board to day w hether they approve 
of the action of tho board of directors. 
The m atter will be voted upon in ten 
days. 
The probabilities are th at tho 
board of directors will be sustained by 
a big vote, and th at the death knell 
of spectacular corners will be sounded. 
The action of the board of direc­ 
tors in bodily declaring w ar upon the 
m anipulators on the boar I is I ho most 
drastic ever taken in the history of 
the Chicago Board of Trade. Members 
of the board say it m arks a new era 
in the biggest and the greatest grain 
m arket in the world. 


SCHOOLS 
OF 
AGRICULTURE 


Have Increased In Number in the 
Past Few Years. 
W ashington. Nov. 12.—According to 
Dr. A. C. True, director of the gov­ 
ernm ent bureau of experim ent sta­ 
tions. departm ent of agriculture, sc3 
ondarv education 
in agriculture 
Is 
growing 
so rapidly in the 
United 
States that it is quite impossible for 
the governm ent to keep track of It. 
and he believes that this growth is 
to continue, until in the end the prob­ 
lems connected with this class of in­ 
struction are all solved and American 
boys and girls in the rural communi­ 
ties are enabled to secure the very 
best instruction along these lines that 
the world can give. 
W hen Secretary Wilson entered the 
McKinley cabinet, now more than 
twelve years ago. there were but ten 
agricultural high schools in the coun­ 
try. and the teaching of agriculture In 
norm al schools, or in public elem en­ 
tary schools, had Just begun. 
Today, 
Dr. True says, there are 60 agricul­ 
tural high schools in the country, or 
definitely 
secondary 
agricultural 
courses in colleges, 346 public high 
schools leaching agriculture, and 119 
state or county normal schools, and 
16 agricultural colleges training young 
m en and w omen to teach agriculture. 
In addition, there are several private 
institutions giving secondary instruc­ 
tions in agriculture, sixteen institu- 
lons offering correspondence courses 
or reading courses, which are prac- 
ically of secondary grade, m aking a 
md total of about SOO Institutions in 
he United States engaged in this 
new and im portant work.

TUG FIN A LLY RESCUES CREW 


But Steamer Hoyt Will Probably Be a 
Total Loss. 
Duluth, Nov. 16.—A fter two days of 
fruitless endeavor to reach the steam ­ 
er Hoyt, which was driven onto a 
sunken reef by the storm on Lake 
Superior off O tter 
island, the 
tug 
Helm finally succeeded in reaching 
the wreck and took the crew aboard. 
The crew suffered terribly. 
A gale 
blew from the northeast, accompanied 
by a blinding snow storm , and waves 
dashed over the vessel, som etimes six 
feet above her decks. 
W ith the boat 
In utter darkness and pitching violent­ 
ly about in the breakers and with the 
billows washing over her the men 
were exposed to the greatest hard­ 
ships. 
According to Captain Ainsworth of 
the Hoyt the steam er will probably 
be a total loss. 
C aptain Ainsworth 
rem ained but a short tim e in Bayfield 
after being taken from th e wreck and 
returned to his vessel. H e Is seventy 
years old and this is his first season 
as m aster. The severe northeast wind 
bas died down to a com parative calm.

NORMAN PEASANTS. 


FOR OFFENSIVE AND 
DEFENSIVE PURPOSES 


Council of Grain Exchanges of 


North America Organized. 


Chicago, Nov. 16.—Prelim inary or­ 
ganization 
of a 
central 
grain 
ex­ 
change, which includes nearly every 
Im portant grain .exchange in America 
—to be known as the Council of Grain 
Exchanges 
of 
North America—was 
completed at a delegate meeting held 
at the board of trade. 
Representatives 
of 
nineteen 
ex­ 
changes took active part in bringing 
about the new council, which, accord­ 
ing to the men who brought it into 
being, Is to be used for offensive and 
defensive purposes. 
The council, according to the speak­ 
ers of the afternoon session and a din­ 
ner given at the Grand Pacific in the 
evening, may be used if the exchanges 
are ever again compelled to fight for 
their lives against adverse legislation. 
It Is the central organization advo­ 
cated at a general conference held at 
the Princess theater some weeks ago 
and after ratification by the exchanges 
which sent delegates to th e m eeting 
will be the nucleus about which It is 
hoped to build a strong international 
exchange such as never before has 
existed anywhere. 


Their Bread Is Made In the Stablee by 
the Men. 
A farm er’s wife iii the north of 
France may do a good part of the heavy 
work about the turin, but she never 
thinks of making the bread. 
That is 
man’s work, and it is carried on not 
in the kitchen, but In the stable. 
The Norman peasant eats an aston­ 
ishing quantity of bread. 
He has lit­ 
tle else—except cider—for bis break­ 
fast and supper, and it is a very im­ 
portant part of his noonday meal as 
well. 
Aud such queer looking bread as it 
is! The ‘’loaves” are as round and as 
palely yellow as the full moon. 
They 
are often three feet in circumferenoe 
and eight or ten inches thick. 
Seeing 
one of them for the first time, you 
would be likely to take it for a huge 
cheese. 
Breadmaking being only a monthly 
occurrence in a Norman housebold. the 
operations must be on a scale of con 
sidernble magnitude if the family sup­ 
ply is to be sufficient to last for four 
weeks. 
The dough is alw ays mixed 
in a certain inclosed space upon the 
floor of the barn. 
At other times cats, dogs and poul­ 
try enjoy the freedom of this space, 
but when breadmaking time comes 
these are evicted and the floor is 
swept—let us hope very thoroughly. 
There is no dough pan or trough. 
The flour and water are poured to­ 
gether upon the floor, and the farm er 
and bis sons or hired laborers beat the 
mass into the proper consistency with 
heavy clubs widely flattened at the 
ends until they look som ething like 
roughly shaped snow shovels. 
Then 
a lump of leaven is added, and the 
mass is given ten or tw elve hours to 
“rise.” 
Next it m ust be kneaded, a process 
which is accomplished with the fe e t 
Shod in heavy sabots, or wooden shoes 
—not the everyday shoes, which are 
painted black, but made of unstained 
Whitewood—the men 
leap into the 
midst of the dough. They jum p about 
with agility; they stam p and kick the 
spongy stuff; they dance clumsy jigs 
in it, the stiffening dough clinging 
tenaciously to their shoes. 
It is the 
hardest of hard work, requiring en­ 
durance as well as strength, and be­ 
fore it is time to stop more than one 
of the men will be staggering to and 
fro in the pasty mass, thoroughly ex­ 
hausted. 
The dough is allowed to rise a sec­ 
ond time, is again soundly beateo with 
the flattened clubs, is then put into 
great round pans and baked in the 
massive brick oven which stands in 
almost every Norman stable. 
The bread which results is firm, close 
in texture and rather dingy in color, 
sweet, but dry, and decidedly palatable 
even to those who have seen it made. 
As the month draw s to a close the 
outer crust becomes so thick aud bard 
th at it can only be penetrated by a 
saw kept for that purpose. 
But this 
horny shell has its use. for it keeps 
the interior of the loaf fairly soft and 
fresh, sometimes for several months.— 
Youth’s Companion. 


NO GROUND FOR TH E FEAR 


Aliens in Minnesota Will Not Be De­ 
nied Citizenship. 
W ashington, Nov. 16.—Officials of 
the division of naturalization say there 
is no ground for the fear, expressed 
In dispatches from St. Paul and Min­ 
neapolis, th at thousands of aliens in 
M innesota will be denied American 
citizenship because they failed to se­ 
cure certificates of entry on landing 
in the United States. 
“The prospective who entered this 
country in a regular m anner need 
have no cause for alarm ,” said R. 
K. Campbell, chief of the division of 
naturalization. 
“Those who come in clandestinely, 
however, can never 
be naturalized. 
U nder the new law, passed in 1906, 
our officials present each alien on ar­ 
rival with a certificate of landing. The 
loss of this certificate does not con­ 
stitute a bar to naturalization. 
“Judging from the dispatches from 
M innesota the aliens in th at state who 
have expressed concern came in reg­ 
ularly, were duly examined 
and a 
record of their arrival kept. 
Accord­ 
ingly when they apply for citizenship 
they will have no trouble in securing 
certificates of entry in cases where 
such certificates have been lost or 
m islaid.”

MINES ARE 
CLOSING DOWN 


But Ore Shipments by Water Will Con­ 
tinue for Some Time. 
Two Harbors, Minn., Nov. 16.—Ow­ 
ing to cold w eather and snow, all the 
m ines on the Duluth and Iron Range 
railway except the Pioneer at Ely and 
the Bessemer at Virginia have stopped 
shipm ents until the surplus has been 
reduced to a minimum so as to pre­ 
vent freezing and save the heavy ex­ 
penses of steam ing it out of the cars. 
More ore will be shipped before the 
season closes, but it will be loaded in­ 
to th 
oats promptly. 


ARRANGEMENTS COM PLETED 


Hawley WHI Put H is Railroads Into 
a Holding Company. 
New York, Nov. 16.—Edwin Hawley 
has completed arrangem ents for the 
great holding company into which he 
will put all the railroads recently pur­ 
chased by him. 
This will m ake a sys­ 
tem of about 8,600 miles, reaching 
from St. Paul and the M issouri river 
in the Northw est to K ansas City, Chi­ 
cago, Newport News and Galveston. 
Detroit, Cincinnati, S t Louis and 
Louisville are other cities touched by 
the system. These railroads represent 
|750 000,000 of capital, but more than 
half of it is in bonds, so the holding 
company will probably not have more 
than $200,000,000 of capital stock. 
B. 
F. Yoakum, chairm an of the 
board of the Rock Isand, will sever his 
connection with that company to take 
an im portant position with the Hawley 
company. 
Announcement of this holding com­ 
pany, which will m ark the birth of 
one of the greatest system s in the 
U nited States, may be made this week. 
Stocks of the Hawley railroads were 
active in W all street in anticipation 
of this announcement.

CAREFUL OF THEIR HORSES. 


St. Paul Hunter Shot. 
Ortonville, Minn., Nov. 16.—George 
H. O’Connell of St. Paul, twenty-two 
years of age, while hunting with two 
other companions twelve miles east 
of Ortonville, accidentally shot him­ 
self in the shoulder while putting his 
gun in the back of a buggy. 
The 
flesh and muscles were torn from his 
shoulder and arm. 


Reasons Why a Trot or a Gallop Might 
Provo Disastrous to tho 
Animals. 
The Wagons and Supplies—Going In­ 
to Camp at Night. 


People unfam iliar with the marching 
of troops frequently have the impres­ 
sion that mounted troops usually trav­ 
el at a trot or gallop while on a march. 
In the cavalry, however, the gait is 
usually o’" wa IU 
There are reasons why it is not ad­ 
visable for cavalry lo m n or gallop on 
its road marches. 
I in* trooper is re­ 
quired to carry Ids three weapons— 
rifle, pistol aud s a b e r - over a hundred 
rounds of bail ammunition, bis blan­ 
ket. shelter tem. eat,teen. extra horse­ 
shoes and sundry eider at t e .es, ail of 
which add considerable weight to that 
of the trooper 
This weight is more cr less concen­ 
trated at com paratively few points in­ 
stead of being uniformly distributed 
over the horse’s back, so that at a trot. 
in spite of ail that may be done to 
avoid it, the concussion ut certain 
points is considerable and if kept up 
tends to develop blisters and sores on 
the horse’s back, which may increase 
until the anim al is no longer tit to use. 
As the supply departm ent furnishes 
but one horse to each trooper, differ­ 
ing in this respect from the mounts of 
the cowboy, who has as many as he 
wants, a constant vigilance is required 
on the part of the captain while on a 
long march in order to keep his horses 
serviceable and prevent bis troopers 
from becoming dismounted. 
This he accomplishes in part by 
m arching at a walk whenever the cir­ 
cum stances will adm it it. By means of 
the walk we make four miles an hour, 
says Captain William F. Flynn, U. S. 
A., in Forest and Stream , and as tw en­ 
ty-five miles is considered a fa ir day’s 
march it is thus made in about seven 
hours, considering the necessary baits. 
The wagons carrying our supplies can 
go no faster than that, and there is 
rarely any advantage in reaching one’s 
camping ground very much in advance 
of the wagons. 
It is custom ary with individual tour­ 
ists and cam pers upoD making camp 
to turn their horses loose and either 
to watch them or else trust to luck in 
the m atter of finding them again. 
We 
are not perm itted to do this in the 
army. 
We alw ays mean to provide 
grain for our anim als on the march, 
and when we are unable to buy hay 
en route and thus have to rely upon 
grazing we put each horse out on a 
rope fastened to a picket pin driven in 
the ground. 
On the m arch each monnted man 
carries his lariat and pin attached to 
his saddle and as soon as he unsaddles 
seeks a good grazing place for his 
horse and drives his pin in the ground. 
The horse thus gets a limited area 
upon which to graze. 
The pins are 
changed once or twice during the even­ 
ing, and as the horse stays all night on 
his rope he gets a pretty fair chance 
at the grass, after all, and when we 
w ant him in the morning we can find 
him. 
The horses having been unsaddled 
and disposed of, the men then put up 
their shelter tents. 
A shelter tent Is a 
convenient little affair made in two 
halves to accommodate nicely two sol­ 
diers. 
Each soldier carries his half 
and his pole with him on bis blanket 
roll attached to his saddle, so as soon 
as he unsaddles he can select his 
“bunkie” and put u £ his tent. The of­ 


ficers’ tents are wall tents, carried In 
th e wagons and cannot be put up till 
th e wagona come in. 
▲a b o o d aa th a t takes place details 
of men put up the officers' tents, get 
wood and w ater for the cooks, and tbe 
latter build their fire aud a t once set 
about getting supper. 
Soldiers like to 
have their food well cooked; but, bet­ 
te r still, they appear to like it prom pt­ 
ly cooked, and th at camp cook Is al­ 
w ays popular who yells “Come and 
get it!” just a little sooner than it is 
expected. 
On the march we eat but tw o meals 
a day. After breakfast the cooks give 
each man a liberal sandwich of bacon 
and bread. 
This tbe man incloses in 
bis meat can and when he gets hun­ 
gry eats it. 
This constitutes his mid­ 
day meal. 
Supper over, a guard is posted to 
look out for tbe safety of the camp, 
and the other men usually collect fuel, 
build a rousing fire, gather round it 
and amuse them selves by singing, tell­ 
ing yarns uod cracking jokes upon 
each other till bedtime, which comes 
pretty early with men on the march. 


I The officers fill in tbe time in about 
the same manner. 
On the march oue always has to rise 
early. There are so many things to be 
done in order to get the cavalcade fair­ 
ly on the road that early rising is es­ 
sential. 
The guard rouses the cooks 
long before daylight, and by the time 
the horses are fed and brushed off 
the cook announces breakfast. 
After 
breakfast the tents are taken down, 
wagons packed, the horses saddled, and 
the column is once more on the march.
